Made in McGill Biological 
Laboratories 

Motion pictures made in the McGid 
Biological laboratories by Professor 
I/ioyd were shown t 0 the Sociologies.' 
Society on Tuesday evening. Dr 
Willy of the Department of Zoology 
worked with Professor Lloyd in the 
making of the film. It in the first 
time that "movies" have been made to 
illustrate scientific research work be- 
ing carried on at this university. 

Prof. Lloyd has been working on a 
microscopic plant, the spyrogyra, and 
Dr. Willy on a microscopic anima!, 
the vampyrella . The animal lives on 
the plant. The manner in. which thc 
little X'arnpy rolls, extracts the moss- 
like threads containing chlorophyll i B 
very clearly shown. The large gather 
ing of students who heard tin- address 
which acornpanied the pictures ap- 
peared greatly delighted and keenly 
interested in the production.

Mr. Justice Bruneau has Case 
Under Advisement 

McGill University has lodged an ap- 
peal in tho hands of Mr. Justice Bru- 
neau. against certain water rates, as- 
sessed by the city. 

The procnedingF originated In 1923. 
when McGill University, known of- 
ficially as tho Royal Institution for 
the Advancement of Learninc. lost an 
appeal in the Recorder's Court ot 
Montreal- against a decision of the 
'.Municipal Board of Asse«sors regurd. 
ing the rental value of certain pro- 
perties belonging to the University. 

All the properties land and build- 
ings belonging to McGlïl University 
are valued by the city board of assess- 
ors at $5,100.000 with a rental value 
of $1118,000. which carries with It- 
under the hye-law water ratos 
amounting to 512.960 per annum. 
The University authorities claim that 
they ghotl'd only be taxed on the as- 
sessed value of the building» atone, 
which amounts to $2. SO". 600 with a 
consequent rentu. value under the 'bye- 
law of Ml- 301. a rental value which 
dairies with it a water tax of 56,733.24 
The difference In the point of view be- 
tween the iinivcrlsty and the munici- 
pal authorities, is the not inconsider- 
able sum of $6.226.76. 

The judgment will he most Impor- 
ts rut affecting n> it will every school 
coilcgo hospital. convent, religious 
educational or charitable institution 
within Hie oily limits of Montreal. If 
the Judgment of the lower court > Is 
confirmed all the institutions enumer- 
ated wi'i find Ihat they will have u 
pay doulile- triple and In some cases 
quadruple their present water rate.

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ART AND ITS PLACE 



The inspinnp perrorniariee of Ethel Leginska, the Rifled pian- 
ist and conduct™ at Windsor Hall on Tuesday evening; gives us 
good occasion to speak of concert.» and art in general and of the 
apparent apathy of students towards this indispensable, mde of 
culture. 

In attending and enjoying such a concert, one cannot help 
but appreciate the benefit and satisfaction derived from it in many 
ways. In fact, wr should add that one ought lo feel very fortun- 
ate in havinc the many opportunities given in this city of enjoy- 
ing good artistic entertainment, such as this is in music. 

This is not always true, of Montreal, but this fall it has been 
particularly true in the realm of music. Since the college term 
began we have already had the opportunity of hearing Gigli, Pon- 
sellc. The Boston Symphony Orchestra. Hoffman, The Hart Mouse 
String Quartet. Grainger, Schmit? and Leginska. 

This surely is a great wealth of good entertainment, if it is 
not, indeed, something much more. Now wc feel that it is some- 
thing much more. It is part of higher education, though a less 
evident or accepted part. Further, we feel that the majority of 
students, neither have a natural appreciation for such development 
nor see its immediate and ultimate necessity. 

Just as athletics and sports are. a necessary part of one's phy- 
sical development, and a* science, languages and philosophies are 
of one's mental development, so are the arts of what may be call- 
ed one's emotional development. As we have just said, this last 
mentioned part is not so obvious to the casual thinker. In his 
thirst after knowledge and culture, be it for professional or strict- 
ly material reasons, he is often too over-anxious about the thirst 
itself and fails to stop and consider all the components of culture. 
He fails to make provision for his emotional side. Very likely 
he considers it negligible. 

Unfortunately for him it is the side that will in a large mea- 
sure determine his success or failure. Upon it depends his whole 
moral development which lies at the root of good character and 
personal achievement. The arts bring out the finer side of a man's 
nature upon which he will be judged in the final analysis. 

Man3- of the immediate and more obvious benefits of art, 
and this may belaid of music and drama in particular, are its plea- 
sures as recreation and entertainment. The acquisition of taste for 
good music and good drama it a small consideration beside the 
lasting satisfaction they bring. It is too common a habit these 
deys for the undergraduate to carelessly spend his money on poor 
moving pictures and cheap vaudeville which half the time he en- 
joys very little but which he continues to patronize because he 
cannot be bothered to go to something better. 

Was it not Newman who said that one of the prime reasons 
in having a university situated in or near a great city was the ne- 
cessity of its being in contact with arts and higher cultural pur- 
suits found only there. McGill is situated in such a centre, and it 
should bç the interest of students to make the best use of the many 
privileges and benefit* at their disposal.

its scm I -circular canals and generally 
believed to be concerned solely witli 
posture and hodily equilibrium; also 
thai! the vestibule and scmi-circiiloi 
canals contain five separate nervous 
roeepior orprans. the saccular macula, 
the utricular macula and the individ- 
ual e.rlstnc of the three semi-circular 
canals.

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that patients suffering from disease 
of the inner ear are liable to violent 
atu-icks of ?iddlne«s, which may In 
extreme cases be ho severe that they 
have to be strapped in bed to avoid 
incurring bodily injury in their 
attempts to adjust themselves to a 
world that seems suddenly to tilt and

The explnnatlon of the phe- 
nomenon is that the Internal carotid 
artery, carrying a steady flow of warm 
blood. couTDffi near the innor ear. 
The cooling of the auditory meatus 
nnd adjoining structures by causing 
unequal distribution of temperature, 
had set. up currents equivalent tc 
those that occur by inertia during 
rotation o fthc head within the 
tubular pipes of the semi-circular 
canals, thus giving rise to sensations 
of rotatory movement and correspond- 
ing Jerks of thu eyes. This discovery 
led narany to a notalblc inveatlgttlon. 
as Ihe outcome of which certain new 
tests were Introduced for dlagonosia of 
lesions of the Inner ear. These Uaranj 
tests and testing appliances have 
uome. into universal use in car hos- 
pitals, and along with other means 
wore employed In tho physlcial examin- 
ation of candidates for service iu the 
air forces of the respective armies 
during the late war.
